WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.— Congress 
has overridden a veto by Presid-Mit 
Wilson for tlie first time and enacl«i 
into law th*? inmigration bill, with its 
long-fought literacy test provision. Tno 
Senate voted late Monday. 62 to 19, to 
pass the (measure, notwithstanding the 
veto and in spite of eterenth-hour in- 
formatioa that Japen apiin had pro 
tested againat the lansmc* of the 
Asiatle eoqcluaion aectioB. 

The Hoine overtmrned the yeto laai 
week by a vote of 287 to 10^ so the 
Senate's action ends the contest of 
twenty years' standing, in which three 
Presidents have repudiated similar 
bills passed by Congress.

{years of age, his wife, mother, grand-

gardless of atiether such relaave can 
read.
